week alleging anti-trust violations 
—charged that the Borden Compa- 
ny, Price's Creameries, Inc., and 
Hawkln's Dairy, all of El Paso, 
have since the lifting of OPA con- 
trols July 1, 1946, operated under 
an agreement or understanding to 
fix and maintain the price on pur- 
chase of raw milk from producers. 
It further alleges that the dair- 
ies named have fixed and main- 
tained a 
uniform price on sales 


of pasteurized and other milk pro- 
ducts, eliminating competition and 
creating a trus> in restraint of 
trade. 


Follows Probe 
The suit followed more thin six 
months of continuous 
investiga- 
tion and courts of inquiry by the 
abate under direction of Attorney 
General Price Daniel.

Jews Will Ask UN 
To Set Up Police 
Unit In Palestine 


LAKE SUCCESS, Jan. 12—(ff)— 
The Jewish agency for Palestine 
announced today that it would ask 
the United Nations formally to es- 
tablish an international military 
force to enforce partitioning of the 
Holy Land. 


The agency 
also 
disclosed 
It 
would ask the U. N. to assist in 
arming and financing a 
Jewish 


militia of from 15,000 to 25,000 men 
Immediately. 


These disclosures were made by 
Moshe Shertok, head of the Jew- 
ish agency's political department 
and newly named representative of 
the agency to deal with the five- 
member U. N. partition commis- 
sion. 


Accuses British 
The Zionist leader also: 
1. Charged Britain "with siding 
with Arabs trying to "sabotage" 
the plan to establish independent 
Arab and Jewish countries in Pal- 
estine by next Oct. 1. 


2. Insisted that the commission 


should go to Palestine as soon as 
possible, despite British objections, 
to start laying the groundwork for 
the two new countries.

Declared

should act at once to see that Brit- 
ain made available by Feb. 1 a 
major port, possibly Tel Aviv, to 
permit immediate large-scale Jew- 
ish immigration to begin, as pro- 
vided by the partition plan.
